Dear Father: 


In further reference to the six galvanized 
steel Tanks supplied to you some time ago, we were very much 
surprised indeed at your sending us the entire bill of the 
tinsmith for the work of assembling and soldering the six 
Tanks. 


In the firet place you requested a price on 
these Tanks "to be made in two sections" and we quoted ac- 
cordingly, but certainly did not include the cost of assem- 
bly at Spanish in the price which we quoted. 


In your letter of September 14th you made cer- 
tain complaints as to the very poor condition in which these 
Tanks were received, We hold a receipt from the Railway Co. 
for the shipment as being received by them in good order. 
You should not have taken delivery of the shipment in a dam- 
aged condition without having the particulars of any such 
damage noted on the freight bill. This also applies to the 
solder and rivets, as sufficient quantity of these materials 
were included to compkete the Tanks. 


In our letter of September 18th we covered your 
objections pointing out that the Tanks did not require the 
extra rings around top from a standpoint of strength. 


The complaint which you made that "the outlet 
flange connections were not properly soldered" was the only 
one for which we thought we might be in any way responsible, 
and in the last paragraph of our letter we stated that we 
would stand the expense of having these outlet connections 
made right. This could not have taken more than an ounce 
or two of solder per flamge - say two pounds altogether and 
we are quite willing to pay for this, also for four or five 
hours time of a tinsmith to go over these flanges, but we 
eertainly cannot consider paying for assembling the Tanke and 
putting around the extra supports which you have put on. 
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ST. PETER CLAVER SCHOOL. 


AS you would have had to bring in a Tinsmith anyway 
to assemble your Tanks we do not see why we should pay for even 
one of his trips let alone both of them. 


We note the first item on your bill of expenses is 
20 pounds of solder at 42¢ per pound, We buy the best here at 
14g per pound. Possibly some of the other items are equally 
overcharged. 


We are willing to pay for a couple of pounds of 
solder and five hours time of a Tinsmith, and even for one of 
his trips, although we do not think we are in fairness bound 
to do this, but further than that our responsibility ends. 


We are enclosing credit note for this amount which 
you Gan attach to our invoice when sending it to the Department 
at Ottawa. We also return Mr. Brathwaite's bill herewith.

We have extensive plumbing repairs 
and installations to make and we cannot meet the expense, There- 
fore, I put the matter before you and ask financial help. 

Our presen 1 provide scarcely for 
current accounts and minor repairs and improvements that must be 
made, They include paint and cleansers; re-newal of cutlery for 
poys and staff; 24 new mattresses, 36 feather phllows, 12 beds with 
still more to be ordered; repairs on the foundation of the shoe shop; 
and an expensive arrangement with local fishermen by which boys are 
to be supplied with more fish according to 4 Departmental recomm- 
endation sent Nov. 10th 1936, No. 150-44, 

fhese expenses I expect to meet with 
our present grant, but I cannot hope to pay for essential bath and 
toilet installations. Showers and toilets in the boys' dormitory 
have been condemned. ‘hey smelled and leaked into a class-room 
below. 

These accommodations must be installed 
in another part of the house; but that is enough, Toilets are 
not found on the third floor where eight members of the staff and 
help sleep. 

The infirmary at present has no toilet. 
In case of an epidemic that circumstance might have serious conseq- 
ences for the sick and those not sick whose toilets would have to 
be used as well as give much unnecessary work to the infirmarian. 

Contractors ask $1250.00 for installing 
only the boys' showers and toilets, lease see copies of the 
eontracts enclosed, By doing our own buying, using our own labor 
and hiring aplumber and one expert for cement work I think we could 
put in everything we need i.e. infirmary toilets ete for the sum 
that contractors ask for boys' showers and toilets alone. 

We hope to do it for $1241.00. I 
would ask you therefore to kindly look over the list of catalogue 
prices enclosed and grant us $1200.00.

On receipt of your letter of the 6th instant 
I wrote to the Principal of the Spanish residential 
school in connection with your invoice dated March 
25, 1938, amounting to $20.90, also your invoice of 
May 6, 1938, amounting to $60.40. 


[In connection with these accounts the Principal 
writes as follows: 


"As regards the "12 only refills for 2% gal. 
Fyr Fyter Extinguisher ~ dosen $5.70", what was sent 
aid not fit our Fyr Fyter Extinguisher and with the 
company’s consent I returned the refills. 


"The company then sent 12 only anti-freeze 
refills for standard 2} gal. Fire Extinguishers, and 
these did not fit our Fyr Fyter Extinguisher. I wrote 
the company several times explaining the matter and 
asking their consent to return the refills, but they 
never answered. 


"These 12 anti-refills for Standard 24 gal. Fire 
Extinguishers are still here in the condition in which 
they were received. They are no good to us." 


In view of the information contained in the 
Principal's letter an amount of $5.70 is being deducted 
from your account of $20.90 and a cheque for $15.20 will 
be forwarded under separate cover.

I am sending-forward herewith File No. 56-0-24, 
Spanish Residential School Audit. 


The Spanish School has at this date an enrolment 
of 250 pupils, for which we allow per capita grant of #160, 
paid on the basis of 92.24%. This school, the only residen- 
tial school operated by the Jesuit Order in Canada, consists 
of two main buildings, both of stone construction - one for 
girls and the other for boys. In addition to the main 
buildings, there are the ordinary outdoor buildings - barns, 
stables, machine sheds, etc. 


This school has been operated at a loss over a 
period of years, despite frequent changes in the principal- 
ship. The present Principal, Father Primeau, who was recently 
appointed, visited the Department twice during the summer 
months. He intimated at that time that the boys' building, 
particularly the interior, was in a somewhat deplorable con- 
dition and was urgently in need of repairs. It was his 
intention, also, at that time to undertake a certain amount 
of reconstruction with the object of enlarging the dormitories. 
The small dormitories that existed at that time were, in his 
judgment, very insanitary. In view of the large enrolment 
and the fact that this is the only Catholic residential school 
in the eastern section of Ontario and the school to which we 
send a great many orphans from the province of Quebec, it was 
decided to allow Father Primeau $1,000 for repairs. The 
paint referred to by you in our telephone conversation will 
form part of this allowance. This is, as you have stated, a 
church-owned school. The expenditures on repairs at this 
school, however, have been very low over a long period of 
years. You will note, in the audit statement, that the 
church authorities have been. spending substantial sums 
on the repair of these buildings. from year to year. 


I would certainly appreciate it if a definite 
decision were reached in respect to the policy of the Govern- 
ment on the repair, operation and general upkeep of these 
church-owned residential schools. I am convinced, after my 
recent visit to Mount Elgin - a report of which will reach 
you in due course - that these residential schools should 
either be kept in a good state of repair or closed. I do 
not suppose, however, that the purchase of paint would mean 
much one way or the other. If we are to work in close co- 
operation with these principals, there has got to be a 
certain amount of "Give and Take" on both sides. 


I should like to direct your-attention partic- 
ularly to the salaries paid to the staff at this instit- 
ution. Were it not for the willingness of the members of 
this staff to accept a nominal salary, the institution could 
not operate under the present financial arrangement. 


It is my understanding that a delegation repres- 
enting the churches will interview the Minister toward the

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end of December. It has occurred to me that the 
operation, repair and upkeep of our residential schools, 
particularly the church-owned schools, might be care- 
fully reviewed at that time.

I discussed this matter with the Minister. 
He inquired what had been the practice in the past regard- 
ine the assistance granted to the churches in respect to 
fovernment-owned and church-owned institutions and if the 
policy was different in regard to the two classes of schools. 
He expressed the view that it would be interesting to have 
a statement prepared showing - say over a period of the 
last five years - what money had been spent in repairs, 
either directly by the Government or by way of grant to 
both classes, showing separately the schools operated by 
the Roman Catholic church and those operated by the other 
denominations. Would there be mich trouble in preparing 
this. statement? 


In so far as the particular request is concerned 
for the repairs to the Spanish Indian Residential School, the 
last audit statement showing the joint operations of both the 
boys and girls achools would indicate that they are not being 
operated at a loss. Under the circumstances, therefore, and 
in view of the present need for economy, it is thought that 
the church should be asked to look after this expense.

Res Cost of Repairs and Equipment at fovernnent— 
owned and Church-owned Resideritisl Schools. 


In reaponse to the request contained in Mr. 
Jackson's memorandum of November 75, 194°, I am sending 
forward herewith a statement of the cost of repairs and 
ecuipment at government-owned and ehureh-owned residential 
schools for the years 1955-36 to 1941-42, inclusive, 


‘e have at this date 77 residential schools in 
operati with ean suthorized pupilage of 9515, Of this 
nuaber, are chureh-owned. Five of these are owned by 
the Anglican Chureh, one by the United Church of Canada 
and #1 by the Catholic Church. 


There is nothing on record here to indicate 
that until the year 1946 a distinction has been made 
throughout the years in respect to the repair and upkeep 
of chureh-owned schools on the one hand and the repair and 
upkeep of governnent-omed sehools on the other. Since 
1986 all grants and expenditures for repairs at chureh- 
owned schools have been authorized by Order-in-Coune1l. 
There has been a tendency @uring the last six years, also, 
te spend e« larger proportion of the funds available on 
government-owned buildings with the objeet of saving the 
comparatively modern schools from repid detertoration. 

The funds at our disposal have never been adequate at any 
time in recent years to keep all our schools in a thorough 
state of repair. Im this connection I may point out that 
$10,000.00 1s provided, annually, by the New England Company 
for the repair and purehase of equipment et the Moha wit 
Institute, Brantford, Ont., and the St, George's Sehool, 
beens B. C. This amount, which is about double the sus 
allowed for repairs and equipment at other schools, hes 
always been fully expended and, in the ease of the Mohowk 
Institute, is seareely sufficient to keep the school and 
farm buildings in what one might consider « good state of 
repair. 


Estimates prepared provincial governments 
indieate thet at mental hospitals with farms atteehet ond 
at homes for delinquent boys and girls where farms are 
operated, per cepita allowance of between $33.00 and $25.00 

er annum is granted for equipment and repairs and usually 
1,000.00 per inmate allowed for the construction of new 
bulldings. 


V From the standpoint of equity, it vould be 
exceedingly difficult to justify lower repair expenditures 
on chureh-owned sehools than on schools construsted by the 


Government, unless compensation was allowed the churehes 
by way of inereased per capita grants. For example, the 
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fort Yilliam Residential Sehool - 2 chureh- wumed instit~- 
ution with an enrolment of 95 pupils - has the lowest per 
eapite allowance ($150.00) of any residential school in 

the provinee of Ontario, You will note that the repair 
costs at this school for the 7 year period amount to 
$455.43, or 65¢ per pupil per annum, It would, of course, 
be wholly impossible to keep en institution sueh as this 
in operation if the salaries paid to the teachers and staff 
of such institutions were paid to the members of the Fort 
Williem staff. 


The Spanish Resiéentiel School, referred to in 
the memorandum of the Superintendent of “elfare and Training 
dated Novenber 11, 1942, has at this date an enrolment of 
250 pupils and receives a per capita allowance of $160.0 
annually. It is interesting, from the standpoint of govern- 
ment expenditures or disbursements, to compare this ehurch- 
owned school with the. QulAppélie Residential Gehool - a 
py ge institution with an enrolment of °50 pupils. 

he per capita allowance at this school is $170.00 per annum. 
The GutAppelle School was rebuilt in 1925 at a cost to the 
Government of $200,000.00. This figure includes the cost 
of the school itself, an addition that was made later, the 
cost of the lend, ferm buildings and the cost of equipment. 
The annual interest cherce on this property at 2% amounts 

to %6,000,00 per annum. Depreciation on fireproof or senti- 
fireproof butidings 4s usually allowed et the rate of 24% 

and form Welldings at St. If we allow depreciation at 
QutApoelle at the rate of 2% per annum, or $4,000.90, this 
means en annuel charge on government funds arounting to 
#10,090.00.. This works out at 440,00 per pupil, to which 

we atst add an additional amount of $10.00 per pupil, or 
$2,600.00 - the amount received by Qu*Apnelle over and 

above the per capita amount received at Gpanish, To complete 
the figure, you will note that the repair costs at CutAppelle 
for the period under review amounted to $45,161.97, or 

$24.66 per pupil per annum, and at Spanish, $6,902.22, or 
$3.94 per pupil per annus. in other words, the actual cost 
to the Department for each pupil now enrolled at Spanish 
4163.94 and at Lebret (Qu'Appelle) 9234.66, or e difference 
of £70.72 per pupil per annum. I have selected these two 
schools for the simple reason that the enrolment at this 
date is the same. The comparison, IT am convinced, night be 
made with equal results if I had selected such schools as 
Brandon, Kamloops or Shingwauk or Fémenton. These are all 
modern fuildings where the government outlay has been quite 
substantial. 


In comparing costs at church and covernsent- 
owned residential schools, one must keep in mind the fact 
that while government-owned schools a 4 the lands attached 
thereto are exempt from municipal texation, the chureh-owned 
sehools and lands enjoy no such exception. Municipal taxes 
at such schools as Spanish, Fort Yilliem Squamish, St. 
Wary's Mission and Youville are quite substantial. The 
Squamish School is located in what is virtually ea suburb 
of Worth Vancouver snd the Fort “illiam school in a suburb 
of Fort William City. 


I am attaching hereto e« historic sketch of 
Indian Edueation, prepared ea few years ago by Mr. Gs Me 
Matheson, who was for a number of years Head of our Records 
Branch, At the time of Confederation there were three 
residential schools in operation in Canada: the Mohawk 
Institute, built and maintained by the New England Company 
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Indian Residential School,

I desire to refer to your letter of the 14th 
ultime with reference to the washing machine for the Girls 
Sehool eat Spanish. 


In my letter of March 24th to Father Primeau 
I advised him that we had provided an amount of $1,000.00 for 
repairs, improvements and the purchase of new equipment at 
Spanish Residential School. As fer as our estimates are con- 
cerned, we consider both boys and girls schools at Spanish 
as one activity. Consequently any amount spent at the girls 
school would have to be taken from the amount mentioned above. 


Later on June 2lst we advised him of the cost 
of purchasing a washing machine for the girls school and now 
note that the Principal of that institution would like the 
washing machine manufactured by the Beaver Leundry Machinery 
Company at a cost of $1,075.00. 


It was previously stated that a reply to this 
letter was not received until we had your communicetion of 
August 14th. 


In the meantime we have accepted all vouchers 
submitted by Father Primeau amounting to $749.29 seaving a oredit 
balance of $250.71. Today I received your voucher for $145.60. 
This account will be paid but it will only leave an amount of 
$105.09. In the case of a Church-owned schools such as Spanish,

you are only allowed by the Treasury Board to spend the amount 
actually provided in the appropriation and as stated above, this 
was $1,000.00. If we purchase the washing machine for the Girls 
School there would only be $105.09 to apply on this cost and the 
management of the Girls School would heve to pay us the balance 
namely $969.91. Please consult the Principal of the Girls School 
in this matter and let me know her wishes, 


If the present washing machine will lest until 
next year, it may be possible to inolude the cost of the machine 
in our appropriation for the year 1946-47 but in that event the 
funds would not be available until April 1, 1946.

I believe the complaints re clothing, food and 
Gleanliness are unfounded, The children seem happy, 
well-clothed and appear in good physical condition. 

The clothing misunderstanding appears to be caused by the 
actions of some parents. When parents visit their children, 
special articles of clothing are sometimes given. This 
induces some of the other pupils to write to their parents 
in order to obtain similar clothing. This evidently 

creates a bad impression on some of the Reserves, 


The Principal seens to think that it would be 
better for the school to grant the discharge of these 
pupils, This, however, might create a bad. precedent. I 
would then, recommend that the request for the discharge 
of these pupils be refused and that they should complete 
the term. I intrusted the Principal to notify this 
office immediately should there be any further trouble. 

The primary room in this school is overcrowded. 
There are over sixty pupils. trades one, two and three 
are in this division along with the beginners, In 
General, these pupils have very little, if any knowledce 
of the Bnglish language. This is an impossible task. 


This school should have at least four classrooms. 
It is rather difficult ofr the Principal to organize 
another classroom due to the necessity of engaging another 
teacher. As conditions are at present, the Principal 
is having, I believe, a difficult time making his accounts 
balance. It is my belief, however, that something definite 
ahould be done to remedy this situation. 


The Principal is endeavouring to obtain a qualified 
Manual Training teacher. has one in mind, but has 
not yet received a definite answer from him. This would 
relieve the crowded situation to some extent. The situation 
should be studied now in view to improve conditions for 
next term. 


A new teacher has been engaged this year, but as 


he was sick, I was unable to meet him.

Dear Sir: 


Some dental work is required at the Indian 
Residential Sehool at Spanish. The girls have been 
exemined recently by one of the departmental nurses, 
Miss B. Cousins, who finds that something in the 
neighbourhood of 100 fillings are likely to be re- 
quired, She did not examine the boys, buf I think 
it likely thet 3 or 4 days’ work will be required. 
The Department now allows a rate of $50.00 per day 
for clinic work of this nature, plus all out of 
pocket expenses. 


It is intended that Miss Cousins should 
return to Spanish at an early date, and I hope it 
will be possible for you to conduct the clinic when 
she is there to assist. 


At Serpent River Reserve, which is about 
@ miles north of Spanish, there are 15 or 20 children 
requiring dental attention. The Department is will- 
ing to authorize a one-day elinic there, with the 
understanding that school children shall be given 
the preference but that adults in urgent need of 
dental service should receive attention if tine 
allows on the day eet for the olinic. Miss Cousins 
will arrange the clinic there with the cooperation 
of the school teacher. I would suggest Friday, 
October 25th, for the work at Serpent River, and 
October 28th, 29th and SOth for the residential 
schools at Spanish.

Reverend Sir: 


I am requesting Doctor Harvie to exemine pupils of 
the Girls School who were reported by the nurse as having 
enlarged tonsils. It may be that some of these require 
operation, and possibly some of the boys require similar 
attention. 


Miss Moodie has mentioned the excellent infirmary 
accommodation at Spamish, and if there are a number of 
pupils requiring tonsillectomy this would seem to be a 
favourable time to have the work done as the Department is 
willing to assign Miss Beatrice Cousins for full time duty 
at the school for a few days and also to euthorize Doctor 
Harvie to engage a nurse from Espanole if a tonsil elinis 
ean be arranged at Spanish. Our suggestion is that Doctor 
Harvie's time should be conserved by Miss Cousins making the 
generel exemination and referring cases to him for his de- 
cision, She is a very competent nurse and a good organizer, 
and I feel that the elinic can be arranged without disturb- 
ing school routine for any pupils save the patients, and 
every effort would be made to avoid disturbance of the 
staff. 


Doctor Harvie and Miss Cousins are being requested 
to hold themselves in readiness to orgenize the suggested 
eliniec if you have no objection. They will consult with 
you and Miss St. Jemes end the final decision as to whether 
the clinic will be held at the Residential School or not 
rests with you. The suggested arrangement is, however, the 
only one for which funds are available at present.

Dear Sir: 


In the report of Nurse Cousins of her examination 
of the girls at Spanish Residential Sehool, 5 are men- 
tioned as having enlarged tonsils. She did not examine 
the boys at the time of her first visit, but it is 
likely that the same report eould be made about at least 
as many of them, 


Will you please arrange to go to Spanish during 
the coming week, with a view to plenning a tonsil clinic 
at the Sehool if this is found to be necessary. It is 
expected that Mise Cousins will be on duty there the 
first three or four days of the week, as a dental clinic 
has been plenned. We are not absolutely certain of the 
dates, as the details of arrangement were left to Doetor 
Boyd and Mise Cousins. I would suggest that you ascer- 
tein from the School authorities or Dostor Boyd when the 
dental work is completed, as we do not wish to impose on 
the good nature of the Principal by disorganizing his 
school routine too greatly. 


I have written Reverend Father Méry, telling him 
that we wish to conserve your time by having Miss Cousins 
make the general exemination of pupils and referring 
those requiring attention to you, om the oecasion of 
your visit at the sehool. I have made it clear to him 
that the decision as to whether a clinic should be held 
at the sehool or not rests with him. The Department is

In connection with the tonsil clinic recently held 
at the Kesidential School, Spanish, I wish to point out 
the extra effort, time and expense it meant to me. 


Firstly, I made « trip and inspected some 50 pros- 
pective oases on Nov. lst. 


Secondly, I made a trip on Nov. 2nd to carry out t he 
operations and remained @n the Schooly overnight leaving at 
noon on November 5rd. 


Thirdly, it was necessary for Dr. Berry to take a second 
ear in order to return to Espanola the same day as the prac+ 
tice was left alone all day, so this meant a trip for him to 
give anaesthetics. 


Fourthly, I borrowed a bundle of sterilized sponges 
from Hospital here which were returned, borrowed all neces- 
sary instruments aleo McKesson suction and ether vaporizer 
apparatus and head light from Hospitel and burned out a bul’ 
of head light, used about 10 or 11 feet af Hospital #8 snare 
wire, used 3 Ethyl Chloride 100 grams tubes and + 1b. chlo- 
roform of my own, took my own sterilized gowns, and also 
took hemostatic serum, horse serum, cat-gut and linen for 
emergencies but were not necessery to use. 


E have indicated the above as I believe you will agree 
it is only fair I should receive some remuneration other 
than the 450.00 anaesthetic fees for Dr. Berry's services.

I visited the Spanish Residential School@ on 

Nov. lst. and made arrangements for a tonsil clinic the 
following day Wov. 2nd. On Nov. 2nd we performed ton 
tonsillectomies on 6 boys & 4 girls in the Girls? Infir~ 
mary. There are still remaindng about 35 cases thet some 

day would be the better for being done. 1 remained at the 
Sehool¥ overnight as requested. In fact, I was at the School 
Nov. lst, 2nd, 3rd., 6th, and jth, so far this month. 


I examined 18 cases of sore eyes Miss Cousins had 
picked out and I believe found @ positive cases of 
trachoma amongst the boys and 10 other suspicious 
ones and 6 suspicious ones amongst the girls. One boy 
had a particularly had eye and I thought it better 
to isolate him from the rest to dee how he responds 
, to treatment and to await word from the Department 
as to #thether you wish anything furbher done. His eye 
was discharging con@iderably, his lids were acutely con- 
gested and he had « history of possible trachoma in the fami- 
ly. We have instituted treatment for all eighteen. The kay 
boys’ school does not seem to have the necessary supplies 
so I suggested they borrow sufficient from the Girls? Sch 001 
until the Department have time to send some to them. 


There are about 50 cases of enlarged thyroid in each 
schoolcand I have suggested that each school reguisition for 
5000 Sodium Iodide tablets on arrival 6@ which we will 
commence treatment for them.

Doctor Harvie 
receives a salary of $2000. per annum for attendance on 
the Spanish River and Serpent River Reserves and at the 
Indian Residential School. It is not found that he 
has rendered any accounts for extra services to these 
people but he has rendered some accounts for work done 
for Indians not belonging to any of these groups. 

Doctor Langlois receives $600. for attendance at Blind 
River and he has rendered many accounts for other Indians 
including some for those of Serpent River. 


It was, without doubt, the Department's intention 
that the salaries paid these two doctors should cover all 
professional services rendered by them to Indians and the 
Department means to adhere to this intention both as regards 
accounts which may now be unpaid and as regards the future. 
Kindly communicate this information to the doctors concerned,

15- Cases of Thalattol or 45a Saver qil 
It might be well to state again our need for these art- 

jeles. The head band and mirror is needed to make preliminary exan- 

ination of patient, before phoning doctor, who is residing 35 miles 

from the school. In all cases the doctor always tries to @ind out 

as much information as possible before deciding what is best to done 

to boy. Without the head band and mirror we are often at a lost to 

auswer his questions. 


Concerning the dental instruments our difficulty is much

ation of the boys teeth, before making report to Dept. for visit 
of Dentist and moreover, we have to treat tooth aches at the school 
It would be impossible as well as very costly to have to run every 
boy with a tooth ache to the dentist, who lives 35nmiles from the 
school, 

Our need for adhesive tape and guaze is also very great. 
This year we only received two rolis of 2 x 10 tape, which has aires 
been used up. Last year we experienced the same aifficplty and as a 
result we had to buy an addition supply. This year we have again 
bought an extra two rolls, which we last us for another month or two. 
We have also had to sew on all dressings or else tie them with sheet- 
ing. When we explained this to the Doctor, he informs us that the 
Dept. could buy this material cheaper than our school. Likewise for 
the guaze, we have to use a lot of this material, due to the fact 
that Indian children are often troubled with akin disease. This years 
supply is about amed up. 

This years supply of cod liver oil will last us only about 
3k months, Rationing out the oil to 125 boys, a case lasts us from 
8 to 10 dggs, To get good and lasting results from the oil for the 
year we should start now to issue it, but if we do so, we will have 
used our supply before the middle of the year. We should especially 
give oil to the boys in the Spring as well as Fall and half the winter 
months, But to do this we would need at least 15 more cases. “ast year 
we had very good results from the little supply we had on hand, But we 
found out we started too late and had to spop too early in the year, 
to enable us to obtain the very best results and less sickness.

The information on our files indicates 
that this girl was born in the year 1927. She 
was an illegitimate child of Percilla Maracle 
of the Tyendinaga Reserve and was adopted by 
Freeman Maracle and his wife. Freeman Maracle 
4s also a member of the Tyendinaga Band. His 
wife died in the spring of 1932 and he deserted 
the child in August of that year. At that time 
she was placed in St. Mary's of the Lake Orphanage, 
Kingston, Ont., as the Tndian Agent stated that 
she was a Catholic. 


She remained there until July of 1940 at 
which time she was transferred to the Spanish 
Residential School.

Dear Sir, 


It is discouraging enough to be denied a reguler medical 
attendant but when we are refused even the necessar medisal 
supplies, the situation becomes impossible. The Medical 
Services know full well that we have no regular medical atten- 
dant and yet they do not’ even acknowledge our request of 
March 19th for necessary medical Gupplies. Apparently they do 
not Sogrecnene eveh the effort we have made to oarry on without 
& regular doctor--or the effort we have made to keep down 
expenses--a very discouraging attitude, to say the least. Let 
them try to take care of 126 Setive boys and see how fer they 
ean go without medical supplies. 2 they are not concerned 
about first aid and medical sare for them, we are. And we are 
quite concermad that none of the children entrusted to our care 
die because of their not receiving proper care or pare in time. 
If the Meéical Services prefer to pay hospital bille, we are 
ready to send all sick to the hospital. 

The Depertment authorised glasses for the children last 

eer and finally sent the gleeses--without cases. one would 
ow how long glasses would remain iven to live 
\ boys without cages. The Department included e note with the 
lasses to the effect that cases aould not be procured. I took 
« the trouble to search around until I found an Oculist kind 
enough to let me have a dosen cases. The Department then refuse 
; te pay for them because they--the Depertment--"obtein and 
| maintain a stock of them .... at 6 ¢ each". (Cf. Letter of 
| Wel. Faleoner, M.D., File 36-0-13, April 1, 1943.) Somehow it 
\oeuaae rather contradictory to me. 

One of the boys broke his Glasses twice and had to have then 
repeired. The Department--in the seme letter mentioned sbove~-- 
ask if thie was authorised. Perhaps they will state whether 
their initial authorisation for the ehild to wear glasses meant 
for him to wear thea only until they were broken, or did the 
authorisation mean that they considered that the child should 
Wear glasses until the eye condition was eorrected, if possible. 
The lad actually had about 10% vision in. one eye and 30% in the 
other, (over) 
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in the same letter, the writer states that medical supplies 
are sent out from the Department for use in the dispensary. Their 
dieregara of our request for supplies needed does not carry out 
this statement. 


The Department authorised a Dental Clinic last Fall. Before 
the Glinie began, our infirmerian was obliged to go to the hospital 
as @ patient~--he was 17 days in the hospital--due to a blood 
infection contracted while treati infected cases among the pupile. 
The Dental Clinic was duping hie etay in the hospital. I myse 
looked after the regular infirmary treatments and the sick orang 
those 17 daye--and it saved the doctor more than one oall. But 
gould not remain with the Dentist e21 day long during his elinie 
whaéh he held during that time. Someone had to aneist. I called 
upon a nurse. I did not call upon the Department to pay for our 
infirwarien's hoepiteal expenses etc., though the infection was due 
to his devoting himself to the work of the Department. But I aia 
gubiit # cleim for the fee paid to the nurse. It was not allowed. 
Instead the reply abruptly demanded upon whose authority @ nurse 
was pared! The more one does apperentiy, the lesa thanks one 
receives. 


I asked that something be done in regard to one of the pupils 

x @t the Girle’ Sehool, who appears to be somewhat mental. The writer 

; the seme letter already referred to dismiésed the request with « 
dummary reply thet the school term' would soon be over end on her 

/ return to the Reserve at Caughnawage she eould be examined by your 
medical officer there, At the time of boning | there still remained 
three months of the school term. And though the child originally 
came from Ggughmawega, I mentioned in my letter that the mother of 
the ohild wae in a mental inatitution. The child has no home there 
now. The father, I am told, is somemngr? in the Stetes. Gaughnewage 
children never g° back to the Reserve for the summer holidays--they 
remain here ‘until they are diecharged by the Department and then 
return to the Reserve if they have s home and a suitable one. The 
Medieal Services might give our requests eredit for having been 
thought agen a little bit before being made and for teki into 
consideration various circumstances surrounding and effecting the 
individual cases. 


Our relations with the officers of the Welfare and Training 
Divisions have alwgys bedn so cordial and pleasant and an encourage- 
ment to cooperation. It ie with deepest regre@ that I write this 
letter in respect to our relations with the Medieal Services. For 
two monthe I could not bring myself to discuss their letter of April 
let. But I cam no longer hesitate to write as some thi must be done 
in regard to our medical situation, and the disregard of our request 
for supplies that are needed if we are to carry on. I leave the 
mattar in your hands.

You will observe from the two audit reports hereunder 
that in lieu of salaries drawn, the members of the Sisterhood 
and Brotherhood of the respective Orders have clothing made 
from the general supply of clothing and material all of which 
is charaed to the clothing expense item of the pupils. 


Donations and gifts are also made periodically to 
various institutions, these are in the form of cheaues charged 
to the erant, and are apparently in lieu of salaries to the 
staff. From an accounting standpoint and for information of 
the Department such a procedure is misleadings 


No accurate record is obtainable regarding the actual 
clothing cost of the pupils, and such clothing and donations etes 
used in lieu of salaries should be recorded as salaries. 


The same applies to dental and medical services for the 
staff, expenditures of which should be regarded as salaries and 
not charged to "miscellaneous expense” of the school.

School for Boys. 


I arrived at the school at 10.00 a,m. 
November 7th - Saturday ~ worked that day until 5.30 p.m. 
and completed my examination on November 9th. 


Gash Book and Bank Reconciliation, 


The cash book was examined in detail. 
The vouchers and paid cheques were examined and checked to 
cash book, all of which were found to correspond correctly. 


This year a voucher Was on hand in sup 
port of every item of expenditure, a matter which was lacking 
last year. 


The vouchers are filed in order of pay~- 
ment and bear® the same number of cheque by which the payment 
ie made. This has proved very convenient for reference 
purposes, 


Attached hereto as Statement No. 1, i8 
cash and Bank Adjustment Statement, showing @ Bank balance of 
$3,996.49 and a cash balance on hand of $133.42, making a 
total balance of $4,129.91 at August 3iet, 1936. 


Regeipts and Expenditures — Statement No. 2. 


Receipts! 


This statement was prepared from an 
analysis of the Cash book and the vouchers, 


The total receipts for the year amounted 
to $23,786.25 of which $14,317.64 was received from the Depart- 
ment covering per capita Grants, 


. W. MeCGutcheon, Esq., 
Representative of the Treasury, 
Department of Indian Affaire, 
OTTAWA. 
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Under Farm and Garden receipts ie shown the 
amount of $3,605.31 which is the approximate value of the 
food produced and consumed at the school. In my opinion, 
this is fairly acourate as an actual record is kept of the 
produce supplied to the kitohen, and the bookkeeper is 
advised of the value by memorandum at the end of each month. 


The proveeds from the Farm and Garden sold 
was $327.65 which was derived from the cash sale of eggs and 
poultry. 


The amount of $692.92 is shown as received 
from the Girle' school during the year. Thie is for services 
performed by the boys' school, such as shoe repairs, electrical 
and carpenter work, and @lso the share of the operating cost 
of the lighting and water plant, 


Refunds from the Department of the cost of 
transportation of children to their home amounted to $371.81. 


A refund of $276.81 was also received from the 
Department for new shoe machinery purchased, 


Gasoline tax refunded by the Provincial Govern 
ment amounted to $173.10 of which $65.70 was paid to the Girls’ 
school. 


Expenditures: 


The expense under salaries amounted to $5,167.58 
of which $1,167.58 was paid to lay members of the staff. The 
balance, viz: $4,000.00 was paid in lieu of salary into a 
special fund for the benefit of the religious members, I was 
informed by the Principal that this was in accordance with 
verbal arrangements with the Department. The total salary 
charge is slightly over 28% of the per capita grants and this 
is considered reasonable as compared with other schools of this 
size. 


The clothing expenses shown as $1,695.40 is 
a big reduction over the previous year when the cost was 
$487.24. This is partly accounted for by a large quantity of 
goods being purchased last year for making clothes for the pupils 
and @ large part of this stock was used only thie year. Another 
element which had some result was that no clothing for the 
members of the Order was purchased from School funds this last 
year. In previous years, as there were no other funds available 
for such purcheses, the cost of such clothing was included in the 
School expense under the heading of clothing. Practically every 
article of wearing apparel and all the shoes are made at the 
school, 


The cost of food purchased amounted to $4,652.17 
and the value of food produced and consumed is shown as 
$3,605.31 for which there is a contra entry under receipts. 


The miscellaneous charges amounted to $1,342.09 
I have detailed the more important charges under “Miscellaneous® . 
Statement No. 2. — The laundry is done by the Girls’ school 
and the cost of such services, including mending, amounted to 
$983.60 for the year. 


Cost 
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et of eration -— Statement No 


The cost of operation ie based on an expend 
iture of $23,134.45 which ie the expenditure considered act— 
ually applicable to the running of the achool, This is 
slightly higher than last year with the exception of clothing 
which is considerably lower. 


The average attendance for the year was 118 
pupils. 


The average cost per pupil per day is shown 
as .535.506 cents while the amount allowed by the per capita 
grant was 42.41 cents. Included in the cost is the value of 
food produced and consumed which amounts to approximately 
.08 cents per pupil per day. 


List of Staff - statement No- 4. 


The staff presently employed is listed as per 
attached statement which shows the salaries paid to the lay 
members of the steff. The $4,000.00 withdrawn in lieu of 
salary was on account of the members of the religious Order. 


Livestock and Crops. 


According to the Principal, the livestock 
consists of 7 horses, 21 milech cows, 1 bull, 11 heads of young 
cattle and 1032 poultry. 


{Te crop produced in 1935 consisted of 95 tons 
of hay, 400 bushels of oate, 20 tons of corn, 227 page of 
potatoes and a quantity of vegetaples the quantity of which 
could not be estimated. 


General; 

The books and records are kept in an excellent 
condition. As far as I could ascertain, tne church activities 
and ite cost, also the private expenses in connection with the 
Order, are kept separate from the school cost. 


I wish to acknowledge the courtesy extended to 
me during my visit at the school.

Cash Book, Bank, Invoices and cheques. 


The cash book was examined in detail and 
the invoices and paid cheques were also examined and checked 
to cash book, all of which were found to correspond correct- 
ly. There were no missing vouchers this year, as was the 
case on my first visit last year, 


A bank adjustment statement was prepared, 
as per Statement No. 1, attached, showing a bank balance of 
$4,977.11, and a cash balance on hand as $208.43, making a@ 
total balance of $5,185.54 at August 3let, 1936. 


Receipts and Expenditures — Statement No. 2, 
Receipts: 


This statement was prepared from an 
analysis of the cash book and vouchers, 


The total receipts for the year amounted to 
$21,639.49, of which $17,840.12 was received from the Depart~ 
ment covering per capita Grants. 


The proceeds from Farm and Garden cash 
sales only amount to $26.90, which was received from the Farm 
Manager. The estimated value of the food produced and con- 
sumed at the School is shown as $2,175.00, which was only 
roughly estimated, A reoord of the produce supplied to the 
kitchen wes kept but no value was placed on such food at the 
time of delivery.

The total salary charge is slightly over 20% of 
the per capita grants and this is considered most reasonable, 
The Principal is satisfied with this arrangement. 


The expenses in connection with fuel, light, and 
water, are greater than the previous year by $1,113.18. In 
former years the charges for light and water were not fully 
reoorded, The plants for the supply of light and water are 
operated by the Boys' School and thie year the Girls' School 
has been fully charged with ite share of the cost of operation. 


The charges under miscellaneous have been item 
ized as far as possible. Numerous emall payments have been 
made from petty cash and when reimbursements were made many of 
the charges were shown under miscellaneous, 


Cost of Operation — Statement No, 3, 


The cost of operation is based on an expenditure 
of $19,521.87, which is the expenditure considered actually 
applicable to the running of the school, This is slightly less 
than the previous year and this is partly due to the higher 
average attendance during the year under review, The average 
attendance for the year was 117.6 pupils. 


The average cost per pupil per day is shown as 
-45.35 cents while the amount allowed by the per capita grants 
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was .4144 cents. Included in the cost is the value of food 
produced and consumed which amounts to approximately .05 
cents per pupil per day.

I underetand it was agreed between the Depart— 
ment and the school to withdraw Fi,-900.00 from School 
funds each year to cover salaries of the religious members 
of the school staff, Last year only $1,800.00 was with 
drawn for this purpose as it was felt that the school 
funds could not stand a larger amount being withdrawn, 


Considerable repairs to the buildings were 
attended to during the year especially to the plumbing.

Cash Book, Vouchers, Cheques, Eto. 


Acoording to bank pass books there was 
a balance of #3,790.70 in the bank at July 3let. 
Unpresented cheques totalled 431.42, leaving a net bank 
balance of #3,758.8%. The petty cash account was over 
drawn #4,.01, therefore, the aotual balance was 43,754.87 
/ Which agreed with the cash book. — Statement No.l. 


The paid cheques were examined and checked 
to the cash book entries, The vouchers were on hand and 
they were examined by test. 


Receipts and Expenditures - 


This statement was prepared from an 
analysis of synoptic cash book after I had completed 
my examination of the cheques and vouchers, Several 
adjustments had to be made in the allocation of the 
sharges under several headings, and I have taken these 
into account when preparing this statement.

Cost of Operation ~ Statement No.3s 


The cost of operation is based on an 
expenditure of $51,477.99 less refunds and cash sales

Included in the cost is the value of the 
food raised and consumed which amounts to approximately 
.09 cents per pupil per daye 


The average attendance during the period 
was 126.861 pupils. 


Staff - Statement No.4 


The Staff presently employed is listed as 
per attached statement. The ennual salaries, if paid 
would amount to $5,500.00. It had been the intention 
of the order to withdraw #4,000.00 per year to cover 
the salaries of the religious members of the staff, but 
the withdrawals during the past three years have averaged 
only #2,500.00 per annum, 


Livestock.... 
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Livestock and Orops 


Acoording to the Principal, the livestock 
consists of 7 horses, 20 cows, 1 bull, & heifers, 
7 calves and 280 hens, 


The farm consists of approximately 140 acres 
of arable land. Apart from this there is considerable 
pasture and wood land, 


The crop produced in 1939, according to 
school records, consisted of 100 tons of hay, 300 
bushels of oats, 40 bushels of barley, 149 bags of 
potatoes, & tons of ensilage corn and 147 bags of roots, 
There was also a quantity of garden produce, the value 
of which was estimated at $536.20.

During the 
period the school sold groceries and other supplies to 
the farmer and collections for these articles were made 
from monthly salaries. 


Expenditures: 


The total expenditures during the same period 
amounted to #¢7,856.33 in which is included as "contra" 
the value of food raised on the farm and garden and 
sonsumed at the school. 


I heve prevared Statement No.2A, which shows 
more in detail the most important items of expenditures 
under each heading. 


Under the heading "Phone, Fuel, Light and Water" 
48 an item of #687.96 which is the half share paid by 
this school for a Diesel Engine purchased for use in the 
Light and Water plant. The other half was paid by the 
Boys School. 


Considerable repairs and replacements were made 
for which expendituresare shown under "Buildings and 
Repairs". A new high pressure boiler wes purchased and 
installed for use in the laundry at a cost of # 1,285.94.

The cost of operation is based on the 
amount of $44,187.87, which represents the net 
expenditure for twenty-three months ending July 3lst, 
1940. In order to arrive at this amount, I have 
deduoted from the actual expenditure of $47,456.33, 
shown on Statement No.2, the disbursements of $525.44, 
made during August, 1940, also the total receipts of

There is a very slight increase in the 
cost of operation over the cost shown two years ago.

The bank accounts are kept with the 
Royal Bank of Canada, Blind River, some thirty-five 
miles from Spanish. Two bank accounts are maintained, 
one in savings and the other is current account on 
which the cheques are drawn, According to the bank 
pass books, which had been written up to A t 16th, 
the combined bank balances amounted to $9,832.00. The 
outstanding cheques totalled $2,304.03, leaving a net 
bank balance of $7,527.97. There was $75.00 cash on 
hand, therefore, the actual balance was $7,602.97, 
which agreed with the cash book. - Statement No.l. 


The paid cheques were examined and checked 
to the cash book, The vouchers were available and 
these were checked by test. The postings in the cash 
book appeared to be properly allocated under the 
various headings of expenditure.

This statement was prepared from an 
analysis of the synoptic cash book and covers a period 
of twelve months, from August 17th, 1940 to August 16th, 
1941. 


Receipts 


The total receipts during the period are 
shown as $23,578.68, in which is included the value of 
the food raised and consumed at the School. The amount 
viz: $2,650.04, is also shown as "contra" under 
expenditures.

The total expenditures during the same period 
amounted to $21,958.48 in which is included as *“sontra" 
the value of food raised and consumed at the School. 


I have prepared Statement No.3} which shows 
more in detail the most important items of expenditures 
under each heading.

According to the Principal, the livestock 
consists of 2 horses, 6 miloh cows, 3 young cattle 
for beef, 4 pigs, and 90 pullets,. 


The land available for farming consists of 
25 acres only and most of the feed has to be bought. 
There was no grain nor hay harvested thie year. The 
potato crop had not been harvested, Last year the 
potato crop brought 151 bags. There was also four 
tons of mangels and turnips used for feed. The 
garden provides considerable food each year. 


General: 


The books and records were found to be very 
well kept and up to date. 


A Miss Gilbert is the bookkeeper and she 
appears to keep the records accurately. 


The foregoing, to the best of my knowledge 
and belief and from the vouchers and records which 
have been placed at my disposal, is a true and complete 
statement of the condition of the accounts at the time 
of my audite The Principal advised that there were 
no outstanding accounts.

I have prepared statement No.3} on which are 
detailed the most important items of expenditure. 


The Jesuit Order has installed a grist mill 
and a bekery on their property to supply the bread to the 
School. The cost of purchase and operation of the mill 
and bakery was financed by the Order. Both have been 
in operation since early in June this year. According 
to the Principal the bread will be sold to the school 
at a fair price, not higher than the contract price from 
an outside bakery. The average cost of bread at this 
school in the past has been in the vicinity of $120.00 
per month, and it will be interesting to note the cost 
next year. Although the bread had been supplied from 
\thie source since early in June, no accounts had been 
| rendered to date of visit. 


There were no items which could be classed 
as extraordinary expenditures during the year. 


Insurance premiums amounting to $756.08 were 
paid from Sohool funds as in past years. The buildings are 
the property of the Jesuit Order, and in the event of a 
fire, undoubtedly the Jesuit Order would collect the 
insurance, This matter was disoussed with the Principal. 
He explained to me that they were under agreement with the 
Department to withdraw $4,000.00 per year from School funds 
in lieu of salary for the members of the Order employed 
at the School. This has never been paid in full. During 
the last twelve months only $3,300.00 was withdrawn on 
account of salary, and the Prinoipal felt that even by 
inoluding the cost of insurance premiums the membere of 
the Order were still underpaid. However, it would be 
better if the salaries were paid in full and the insurance 
premiums paid from funds other than those of the School. 
The Principal agreed that the manner of financing in this 
respect was somewhat involved and he promised to consider 
this point in future.

I submit herewith a report of an audit of the 
books and records at the above noted School, covering a 
period from August lst, 1941 to July 3let, 1942, 


I commenced my examination on August 17th and 
completed it the next day. 


The cash book was made up to July jist, only. 
The Principal and the bookkeeper were away, but Father 
Hawkine, the assistant Principal wae on hand and he was 
able to produce the books and records I needed. 


Gash Book, Vouchers, Cheques, Eto. 


The bank accounts are kept with the Royal Bank 
of Canada, Blind River, some thirty-five miles from Spanish, 
Two bank accounts are aeintarnedsAs Savings, and the other 
46 a current acoount on which cheQues are drawn. According 
to the bank pass books, which were written up to July 3let, 
the combinei balance at that date was $2,053.52, against 
which there were six outstanding cheques totalling $161.17, leaving 
a net bank balance of $1,492.35. Cash on hand amounted to 
$166.28, therefore, the actual school balance was $2,058.63, 
which agreed with the oash book balance, ~ Statement Noel. 


The paid cheques were examined and checked to 
the cash book entries, 


The vouchers were available and these were 
examined by test and the allocations in the cash book were 
verified. 

Receipts and Disbursements ~ Statement No.2. 


This statement was prepared from an analysis 
of the cash book after I had completed my examination of the 
cheques and vouchers. 


Receipts: 


The total receipts during the twelve months 
under review amounted to $26,180.80, in which is included as 
“contra” the amount of $5,894.37 representing the estimated 
value of the food produced and consumed at the schoole 
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The per capita grants received during the year 
amounted to $18,476.89. In addition a special grant of 
$1,153.00 for 1941 was received. 


The farm and garden cash sales brought $120.66 
only and are detailed on Statement No.2. 


" the receipts from other sources as shown on the 
statement are self-explanatory. 


Disbursements: 


The total disbursements during the same period 
amounted to $27,448.10, in which is included as "Contra" 
the value of the food raised and consumed at the school. 


I have prepared statement No.3, on which are 
detailed the most important itemof expenditure. 


There were no items which could be classed as 
extraordinary expenditures during the year. 


As reported last year, the Jesuit Order operate 
a grist mill and a bakery on their property to supply the 
bread to the School. These have been in operation since 
June, 1941. The cost of bread during the year amounted 
to $1,613.77, in which is included an outstanding account 
of $190.99 at the time of my last visit. The net cost of 
bread for the year, therefore, would be $1,422.78, or an 
average monthly cost of $115.56. I estimated the monthly 
cost last year at $120.00. According to the Assistant 
Principal the arrangement is working very well and a better 
quality of bread is being supplied than formerly from 
outside bakeries. 


| There were no insurance premiums paid from School 
funds during the year, During the previous year the sum 
of $756.08 was paid. I questioned the item last year and 
I suggested that, as the buildings were the property of the 
Jesuit Order, it would seem reasonable to expect the order 
to pay the insurance premiums. The Principal agreed last 
year that the insurance premiums should be paid by the 
Jesuit Order and he promised to consider the matter in 
future. There was a change of Principal during the last 
summer and the new incumbent was absent when I visited the 
school. 


Cost of Operation = Statement No.4e 


The cost of operation is based on a net cost of 
$26,791.68 for the twelve month period, as compared with 
$24,283.53 for the previous year. 


The average attendance was 127 pupile and an that 
basis the cost per pupil per year would be $210.36, as compared 
with $193.56 for the previous year or an inorease of $15.80 
per pupil. 


The cost of clothing per pupil is shown at $6.01 
which is a very low cost. It was explained that there was a 
surplus stock of yard goods on hand at the beginning of the 
period and that most of the clothing is tailored by the school 
staff and pupils. 
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The cost of food per pupil at $93.50 is very high 
but it includes the food raised at the school and this was 
estimated at $5,694.37 or $46.41 per pupil. This appears 
rather high, but apparently a complete record was kept in 
the kitchen and a record was kept of the following 
commodities produced;

The sohool was re-imbursed by the Department for 
repairs and pupile fares, 


The Boys' School sold Delco plant parte for $224.70 
and one-half of the sale price was handed over to the Girls’ 
School. 


Sundry supplies amounting to $73.91 were sold to lay 
members of the staff. 


Disbursements: 


The total disbursements during the same period 
amounted to $29,046.66, in which is fnoluaed the amount of 
$3,213.29 as "contra" the value of the food raised and consumed 
at the school. 


I have prepared Statement No.3 which shows more in detail 
the most important items of expenditure under each heading. 


The school purchased for cash from accumulated school 
funds approximately 100 acres of land adjoining the school 
property. The purchase price was $3,800.00, and an additional 
gum of $30.49 was expended for fees in connection with the 
searching of title and registrations. The land is registered 
in the name of St. Joseph Indian Residential School. The 
Principal informed me that neither the Department nor the 
Principal of the Boys' School were consulted prior to the 
deal being made. There is a fairly good house, which was 
repaired recently by the school, and a stable on the property. 
The house is ocoupied by one of the farm hands. Approximately 
35 acres is developed arable land and the remaining portion 
consists mostly of ay rocky land on which there is 
considerable timber. e@ Principal explained that, as the 
original school property consisted of only 25 acres, a very 
small ee ef the feed needed for the livestock could 
be produced. ith the additional land she feels they will 
be able to raise much more feed and to maintain a larger herd 
of cattle. 


Gost of Operation — Statement No.4. 


The statement shows comparative operating cost for 
the last two years. 


As the purchase price of the farm is of a capital 
nature, I did not inolude that expenditure in the operating 
cost. 


It will be noted that there is very little difference 
in the cost in the last two yeare, The cost per pupil per 
year shows an increase of $2.16. There is a slight reduction 
in the cost of clothing. Food cost shows an inorease of $3.04 


per pupil.

The staff as listed on the statement was provided 
me by the Principal. The annual salaries of the staff 
presently employed amount to $6,300.00. The actual dis- 
bursement on account of salaries during the year amounted 
to $6,280.65.

of 2 horses; 7 milch cows; 4 heifers; 2 hogs; 160 poultry; 
and 7 goats, including 3 kids. 


The crop in sy included 75 bushels of oats, 
300 bage of potatoes, tons of turnips and 6 bushels of 
mangles, There was aleo a good crop of other vegetables 
valued at $392.69. Wo hay was produced. The 1943 orop of 
grain had not been threshed. The potato crop this year 
was a complete failure due to the very wet season.

The books and records were recorded up to date 
and in very good condition. 


As far as I could ascertain the accounts payable 
at August 31, 1943, totalled $1,707.46 of which $1,106.89 
was paid early in September. An account amounting to 
$600.57 for coal remained unpaid. 


The foregoing report, to the best of my knowledge 
and belief and from the vouchers and records which were 
placed at my disposal, is a tiue and complete statement of 
the condition of the accounts at the time of my audit.
